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THE LAST TRIBUTE: 


Heroes Who Fell in the War Are 
Laid to Rest. 


BURIED IN ARLINGTON CEMETERY. 


President and Cabinet Atitend—Sim- 
ple Religious Services Held— 
Each Casket Draped in the 
National Colors. , 


Washington, April 7.—With full hon- 
ors of war, upon the crest of the south- 
ern slope of Arlington cemetery Thurs- 
day afternoon, the nation, represented 
by President McKinley, his cabinet and 
cther high dignitaries of the govern- 
ment, the commanding general of the 
army and other distinguished officers, 
all the regular and militia organiza- 
tions of the district and a vast con- 
course of 15,000 people, paid the last 
tender tribute of honor and respect to 
the bodies of 336 officers and men who 
gave their lives on distant battlefields 
for their country during the Spanish- 
American war and who are now mus- 
tered into the silent army that sleeps in 
the last bivouac of the brave. 

Where They Rest. 

The spot selected is in the new addi- 
tion to the cemetery looking out upon 
the broad sweeping Potomac and across 


-to where the glistening Washington 


monument rears its dizzy shaft and be- 
yond to the classic outlines of the cap- 
itol and the burnished dome of the new 
library building. To the right rise the 
ramparts of old Fort McPherson, to the 
left the countless graves of heroes of 
the civil war, sprinkled with imposing 
monuments to distinguished generals, 
and to the rear the stately old Lee man- 


| sion and Fort Myer. In this burial lot, 


which covers two acres in extent, in 
parallel rows, the wooden boxes con- 
taining the caskets were ranged, sepa- 
rated by great mounds of earth. Over 
each box an American flag was draped. 
There was no particular order in the 
disposition of the remains, though an 
exception was made in the case of the 
officers. 

The boxes containing the bodies oft 
Capt. Edgar Hubert, of, the Eighth 
United States infantry; Lieut. L. I. Bar- 
nett, Ninth United States infantry; 
Lieut. William Wood, Twelfth United 
States infantry; Lieut. R. S. Turman. 
Sixth United States infantry, and 
Lieut, Francis Creighton, United States 
volunteer signal corps, were placed at 
the head of the line of graves, imme- 
diately under the eye of the presiden- 
tial party. Of the others fully 70 per 
cent. are identified. About 30 per cent. 
are wholly unknown, or known only by 
the regiment to which they belonged 
A platform had been ereéted, inclosed 
with flags and draped in mourning to 


accommoéate the distinguished per- 
sons present in case of inclement 


weather, but the day was an ideal one, 
with the sun shining from a cloudless 
sky, and the platform was practi sally 
unoccupied. Before the arrival of the 
presidential party and the military es- 
cort detachments from the Fourth and 
Fifth artillery kept vigil over the dead. 
Long before the arrival of the military 
thousands of people had surrounded 
the inclosure where the dead soldiers 
lay. Some sought vantage points in 
trees or on the ramparts of old Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 
Arrival of the President. 

About 2:30 the presidential party, 
which had been caught ina jam at the 
Potomac bridge from which it required 
a dozen mounted police to extricate 
them, reached the enclosure. They were 
followed by Gen. Miles and his staff, 
the military attaches of the British and 
German embassies, all mounted, and 
the military escort. As they arrived 
the solemn strains of the Dead March 
in Saul silenced the vast’ assemblage, 
and with bared heads the crowds stood 


| at the grave side while the presidential 


party advanced and the military dispo- 
sitions were made. The military was 
under the command of Col. Francis L. 
Guenther and consisted of the district 
national guard, the light battery with 
two Hotchkiss guns, a batallion of 
naval militia and the regular troops 
from the arsenal and Fort Myer. The 
troops were formed up on three sides 
of a rectangle and files of soldiers were 
marched into the ranks of the dead. 


| Flanking the open space at the head 


of the graves .were the red-coated ar- 
tillerymen who were to fire the last sa- 
lute and on the left was stationed the 
Fourth artillery band. 

The president, accompanied by Sec- 
retaries Hay, Gage, Long, Hitchcock 
and Wilson, Postmaster-General Smith, 
Assistant Secretary Taylor, Gen. Cor- 
bin, Gen. John M. Wilson and Col. Bing- 
ham, came forward with uncovered 
head and took his place in the open 
space facing the graves. He was fol- 
lowed by Gen. Miles and his staff in 
full uniform and by other distinguished 
guests, including some of the repre- 
sentatives of foreign countries. Just as 
the president arrived a pathetic inci- 
dent occurred when aged Mr. and Mrs. 
O’Dowd pressed through the lines and 
placed a bunch of roses on the casket of 
their son, John O’Dowd, of the Seventh 
infantry. The parents of Lieut. Wood 
also came forward and deposited a 
beautiful wreath of flowers. The sword 
of that gallant officer was upon his cas- 


ket. 


The Services. , 

Immediately the band broke out in 
the sweet strains of “Nearer My God to 
Thee,” and Post Chaplain C. W. Free- 
land, of Fort Monroe, in the ecclesiasti- 
cal robes of his office, with Rev. Father 
McGee, of St. Patrick’s church, fol- 
lowed by three purple-gowned acolytes,

| The Last Salute. 

As soon as the religious services had 
been concluded flanking detachments 
of the Fourth and Fifth artillery fired 
three ear-smashing, soul-uplifting vol- 
leys and in the solemn hush that foly 
lowed the salute the bugle sounded’, 
“taps.” 

The last religious and military rites 
to the dead heroes were over and the 
presidential party and the military de- 
parted, leaving the work of actual in- 
terment to follow. As each of the cas- 
kets weighs almost 500 pounds and re- 
quires eight men. to handle it, it will 
be two or three*days before all the 
bodies are in their graves. 

In order to permit all government 
employes to attend the services all the 
departments and the federal courts 
were closed by an executive order of the 
president and all the flags in the city 
were half-masted. 

Services in Denver. 

Denver, Col., April 7.—Five members 
of the Seventh regiment, United States 
infantry, who lost their lives during the 
war with Spain, were buried Thursday 
in Denver with military honors. The 
bodies were escorted from the under- 
taker’s rooms to the national guard 
armory by a procession composed of 


military organizations. Impressive 
funeral ceremonies, in which Prot- 


estant and Catholic clergymen and 
Rabbi /Friedman participated, were 
held at the > armory. ;Theré were 
numerous floral offerings. The inter- 
ment were in several different cere- 
monies, a detail of Colorado national 
guard firing the last salute over the 
graves. 

Flags at Half Mast Havana. 

Havana, April 7.—All the official flag's 
were half-masted Thursday at. the hour 
of the interment in Arlington cemetery 
of the 336 soldiers who gave their lives 
for their country in Cuba or Porto 
Rico during the war with Spain.

Letter from Armour to Commissary

AN EXCITING NIGHT IN BOTKINS.

Villagers Aroused by Explosions Are 
Kept at Bay While Five Men Work |, 
on Bank Vault—Robbers De~ 


camp Without Cash. 


Wapakoneta, O., April 7—Shortly 
after 3 o'clock Thursday morning five 
men, made a desperate, though unsuc- 


cessful attempt to rob the Sheets bank - 


at Botkins, a small town near here. 
There was $10,000 in the inner safe, but 
the robbers did not get it. The citizens 
of the town were startled by hearing 
two” explosions. An investigation re- 
vealed five men in an effort to force the 
vault of the Sheets bank. The men had 
stol®n tools from a blacksmith shop, 
also a team and carriage from a livery. 
When discovered the robbers were at 
work on the bank vault. Two of the 
men worked in the building and the 
other three paraded the streets. The 
lone watchman in the fire engine house 
had been overpowered. When citizens 
sought. to go into the street they were 
driven back by the robbers firing on 
them. A son of the president of the 
bank watehed the doings from a dis- 
tanee. Soon the entire village was 
aroused and the robbers deemed it 
best to get out. They piled into the car- 
riage and drove outoftown. A posse of 
25 men followed on horseback and nu- 
merous shots were fired. The effect of 
the dynamite explosions wrecked the 
bank building, The town has been 
wild with excitement all day but no 
trace of the robbers has been discov- 
ered. A safe expert has been sum- 
moned to open the safe containing the 
money. 


TWO NEGROES LYNCHED. 


Mob at Brooksville, Miss., Hangs the 
Confessed Murderers of 
a Farmer, 


Brooksville, Miss., April 7.—T wo ne- 
groes, Forest Jamison and Mose An- 
derson, were lynched Thursday by a 
mob for the murder of T. H. Cleland, 
News reached here that Cleland, a stock 
farmer, who lived 12 miles east, was 
found dead in his room. An investiga- 
tion was made and an inquest held, re- 
sulting in a verdict of assassination. 
Guilt was soon placed upon two negroes 
who were living on the farm, and with 
whom Cleland recently had trouble. 
Forest Jamison, one of the negroes, 
confessed that he choked Cleland to 
death while another negro, Mose An- 
derson, held the victim’s feet. At noon 
Thursday a posse of 200 determined 
citizens secured possession of the two 
negroes and quieeély hanged them to a 
tree. ‘The mob then dispersed in an or- 
derly manner.

Veteran Lake Captain Dead,

Gray, one of the oldest lake marines in 
Wisconsin, died Thursday of dropsy, 
aged 72.

The case we have assumed. is a typ- 
ical one.

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ELECTRIC BUG-KILLER. 


An Invention Which -Sounds Well, but 
Seems Impracticable. A 

A patent has been granted for a bug 
exterminator, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. The scheme consists of one 
Or more pairs of electrical contacts, 
consisting of strips, surrounding the 
bars or framework of the bedstead and 
insulated from each other, whereby an 
insect in traversing the bar or frame 
in the direction of its length must nec- 
essarily’ close the circuit between the 


contacts, to its great detriment and 


undoing. It would seem that if the 
bug knew enough to traverse the bar 
crosswise, instead of lengthwise, it 
might take all the exercise around the 
bedstead that might be needed in the 
transaction of its affairs. The chances 
are that this invention will be fatal to 
about as many insects, but no more, as 
have fallen victims to the idea made 
public recently by a celebrated elec- 
trician of saturating a tree with elec- 
tricity in order to kill the ants or 
other insect pests swarming upon it. 
Thirty, years ago Edison really did 
kill insects by electricity. There is 
hardly any one who has not read how 
the big cockroaches would scamper 
over the bread and cheese of the 
young telegrapher as he forgot his 
lunch and was waiting in the excite- 
ment of trying to “break” the man he 
was sending to, and how he connected 
the wires of *a gauze mesh cover so

Bridge Made by Electrical Machinery. 


A bridge of 900-foot span is being 
srected entirely by means of electrical 
machinery. The iron girders used as 
piles to keep the water back from the 
excavations for the shore pillars were 
driven in by an electric ram. The ram 
was a hammer rising 34 feet, with a 
velocity of 12 feet per second. The soil 
out of the holes was raised by an elec- 
tric windlass. The water was removed 
by seven centrifugal pumps, working 
day and night. The five-inch, diameter 
pumps were driven by ten- horse- -power 


motors, the eight-inch by sixteen- 
horsepower motors and one nine-inch 
by a twenty-horse-power motor.
